Finne- 
pan met the train - at Ludlow and 
placed hint under arrest, charged with 
murder. While lying on the cot in his 
cell, nerves unstrung and apparently 
laboring under an awful strain. Wll- 
hoit in weak whispers told the story 
of the crime. “Yes. I shot Sparrow,” 
be said. ' I never bad any intenCon of 
deriving it. no more than 1 bad of try- 
ing to escape. There had been bad 
b'ood between rs; for a long time.”
